I have  tire  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Healtli  and  Sanitary  administration  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Holderness  for  1961. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  population  of  Holderness,  including’  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces,  was,  at  mid-year  1961,  estimated  to  be  20,370, 
a decrease  ol  170  over  last  year.  There  has  been  a slow  rise 
since  1944  until  this  year. 

Birth  Rate. 

333  live  births  were  registered  during  the  year — 169  boys 
and  164  girls,  giving  a birth  rate  16.35  per  1,000  population, 
1.31  per  1,000  more  than  last  year,  and  the  highest  figure 
for  7 years. 

The  rates  for  the  last  seven  years  are:  —

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  17.4  for  1961,  and  to 
make  proper  comparison,  use  ha,s  to  be  made  of  the  area 
Comparability  Factor,  a factor  which  takes  into  account  the 
age  groups  preponderating,  and  the  sex  constitution  of'  the 
district,  the  normal  being  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  as 
disclosed  by  the  Census. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  Holderness,  for  births,  is 
1.14,  and  when  used  raises  the  Birth  Rate  figure  to  18.6. 
The  higher  than  1 figure  of  the  Comparability  Factor  denotes 
that  there  are  more  older  age  groups,  i.e.,  retired  people, 
living  in  Holderness  than  in  the  average  community,  hence 
the  fewer  births,  and  does  not  alter  the  facts. 
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There  were  7 illegitimate  children  in  this  total — 4 boys 
and  3 girls;  this  gives  a rate  of  0.34  per  1,000  population, 
and  2.1  of  the  total  births,  a very  slight  reduction  over  last 
year’s  figure  of  0.39  per  1,000  population  and  2.6%  of  the 
total  births. 

Death  Rate. 

222  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year — 119  males 
and  103  females,  a slight  increase  over  last  year.  These 
include  all  who  died  away  from  home,  e.g.,  in  hospitals,  etc. 

The  Death  rate  is  10.90  per  1,000  population.  This 
figure,  when  adjusted  by  the  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths, 
of  0.96,  is  reduced  to  10.4.  It  is  possible  that  the 
'Comparability  Factor  for  death  rates  only  takes  into  account 
the  age  groups,  and  not  other  factors,  such  as  climatic 
humidity,  smog,  etc.,  which  may  influence  longevity 
materially,  to  the  advantage  of  our  district. 

The  Death  rate  for  the  County  of  Fast  Yorkshire  is  : 
Crude  13.00,  and  for  England  and  Wales:  Crude  12.

Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:  Heart  Disease  (60), 
Circulatory  Disease  (22),  Cancer  (34)  and  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  (27).  These  comprise  64.4%  of  all  deaths. 

The  respiratory  diseases — Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Influenza  caused  37  deaths,  or  16.6%. 

About  one  in  4 died  from  Heart  or  Arterial  Disease,  one 
in  10  from  Cancer,  and  one  in  12  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage.

Maternal  Mortality. 

For  the  fifth  .successive  year  it  is  good  to  record  that  no 
mother  died  from  Pregnancy,  'Childbirth  or  Abortion. 

Infant  Mortality. 

i5  still-births  were  registered  in  addition  to  the  333  live 
births.  These  were  3 males  and  2 females,  all  legitimate. 
The  still-birth  rate  is  14.8  per  1,000  births,  compared1  with 
25.2  last  year. 
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2 infants  died  in  tlieir  first  year;  in  fact  both  died  during* 
the  first  week  of  life.  Both  were  legitimate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Bate  is  6.01  per  1,000  total  live 
births,  i.e.,  legitimate  and  illegitimate.  This  is  a record. 
The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  East  Biding  County  is 
16.79. 

As  noted  above,  both  infants  died  in  the  first  week — the 
early  neontal  period.  One  of  the  two  died  in  a few  minutes 
from  congenital  malformation,  and  one  from  prematurity. 

The  Perinatal  deaths,  i.e.,  the  two  deaths  in  the  first 
week,  together  with  the  <5  still-births,  are  7,  giving  a rate  of 
20.7  per  1,000  total  births,  compared  with  31.5  in  1960. 

C om  pari  sons  of  causes  of  deaths  in  'previous  years  : — 

Tuberculosis. 

The  conquest  of  Tuberculosis  continues.  The  death  rate 
continues  to  drop;  the  searching  out  of  contacts,  mass  X-rays 
of  the  lungs  and  the  B.  & 'G.  testing  of  school  children,  with 
appropriate  treatment,  is  slowly  but  surely  eradicating"  the 
disease,  once  so  prevalent  and  so  deadly. 

Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria,  another  killer  with  a notification  rate  of 
55,000  a year  as  late  as  1940,  and  a death  rate  of  3,000,  has 
been  almost  wiped  out  by  immunisation,  but  immunisation 
must  be  continued,  year  after  year,  as  it  is  only  by 
immunisation  that  Diphtheria  can  be  kept  at  bay.  Diphtheria 
germs  are  plentiful  and  potent,  as  the  numerous  carriers 
discovered  in  our  midst  clearly  show. 

Bronchitis. 

Bronchitis,  a major  cause  of  death,  especially  during  the 
Winter,  still  holds  third  place,  together  with  other  respiratory 
diseases,  causing  about  11%  of  all  deaths.  Bronchitis  is  also 
an  “ incapacitator,”  and,  like  Bheumatism,  which  still 
defies  medical  science,  is  responsible  for  a major  part  of  the 
time  off  work,  due  to  illness. 

Breathing  polluted  air,  whether  by  smoking,  or  smog,  is 
one  of  the  prime  factors  in  causation  of  Bronchitis,  and  the 
Clean  Air  Act  should  have  far-reaching  results. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

By  the  increasing  use  and  range  of  Vaccines,  the 
Infectious  Diseases  which  were  among  the  great  killers  of 
the  early  years  of  this  century,  have  given  place,  as  killers, 
to  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  and  Cancer, 
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Coronary  artery  disease,  heart  failure,  and  strokes — perhaps 
associated  with  the  strain  of  the  faster  pace  at  which  we  are 
living.  Heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  as  we  have  seen  above, 
account  for  a little  less  than  half  of  the  deaths  in  the 
Holderness  District. 

Cancer. 

Cancer  has  also  been  an  increasing  cause  of  death.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  in  the  Holderness  area  for  the  past 
10  years  is  36,  and  shows  an  increase.  The  increase  is  not 
overall,  but  selective.  Generally,  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
stomach  and  uterus,  and  other  sites,  have  remained  fairly 
stationary,  but  cancer  of  the  lungs  has  increased  steadily  over 
the  whole  country,  at  the  rate  of  about  1,000  more  deaths 
each  year.  In  Holderness,  in  addition  to  Cancer  of  the  lung, 
there  has  also  been  an  increase  in  Cancer  of  the  Breast  ; one 
must  note  here  that  Cancer  of  the  Breast  may  be  cured 
surgically  if,  and  only  if,  it  is  taken  early  enough. 

Increased  Expectation  of  Life. 

The  saving  of  life,  or  increased  expectation  of  life,  has 
made  a great  change  in  the  age-group  pattern  of  the 
population.  60  years  ago,  only  42  out  of  every  1,000  popula- 
tion were  65  and  over;  10  years  ago  there  were  over  100,  and 
if  the  present  trend  continues,  in  another  25  years  there  will 
be  one  person  over  65  for  every  4 working.  There  are  now 
over  2 million  people  over  75 — one  in  every  25  of  the  whole 
population. 

The  increased  longevity  also  brings  its  own  decreases  in 
its  train — 90%  of  fatal  falls  occur  after  65 — and  its  own 
problems  of  ill-health — Rheumatism,  Anaemia  and  dietary 
deficiency  being  the  chief  diseases  of  the  elderly. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  past  five  years,  the  percentage 
of  beds  occupied  by  old  people  in  hospitals  has  been  more 
than  doubled.  In  this  latter  respect,  at  an  interesting 
Conference  on  Old  Age  held  recently,  some  of  the  speakers 
thought  that  many  old  people  in  hospital  should  not  be  there 
at  all — they  should  be  in  their  own  homes.  Present-day 
sch  emes  of  on  e-bedroom  ed  'bungalows,  with  communal  rooms 
for  meals,  television  and  shared  leisure  for  the  optional  use 
of  'bungalow^  residents,  together  with  a Warden  to  provide 
supervisory  services,  help  the  old  people  to  lead  independent 
and  satisfying  lives,  giving  them  an  added  zest  for  living. 
Such  schemes,  coupled  with  any  medical  treatment  necessary 
to  counteract  the  deficiencies  due  to  old  age,  will  help  to 
keep  them  out  of  hospital. 
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The  continuing  trend  of  a longer  expectation  of  life  in 
the  case  of  women  seems  to  emphasise  the  hazard  of  the  sharp 
loss  of  interest  when  men  retire.  Women  seldom  lose  interest 
in  their  homes  or  themselves,  and  find  fresh  interest,  impetus 
and  .scope  in  Women’s  organisations.  'Men’s  interest  in  life, 
on  the  other  hand,  sharply  declines  at  retirement.  This  is 
recognised  'by  some  large  firms,  who  offer  part-time  employ- 
ment to  their  retired  male  employees.  In  addition,  this 
problem  is  covered  to  some  degree  by  the  institution  of 
evening  classes  at  most  large  schools.  These  classes  are  open 
to  any  age,  and  offer  a wide  variety  of  subjects  and  interests, 
including  handiwork.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  in  this 
area  at  the  Hull  hospitals,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where  there 
are  full  facilities  for  X-Ray  and  laboratory  examinations. 
Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health 
Services. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections, 
chiefly  as  concerns  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their 
infants,  including  the  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children, 
is  undertaken  by  the  County  'Council  through  clinics  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided  by 
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the  County  Council  include  health  visiting*,  home  nursing, 
home  help  facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and 
ambulance  services. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention 
because  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from 
medical  or  nursing  cases,  is  provided  for  by  the  County 
Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to 
provide  a Welfare  'Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  and 
other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity,  illness,  injury,  or  such  other  disabilities  so 
recognised  by  the  Minister  of'  Health.  Regular  medical  and 
sick  nursing  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it 
was  found  possible  to  admit  through  voluntary  action,  any 
old  persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of  the  County 
Council’s  Old  People’s  Homes  in  co-operation  with  County 
Officials.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

As  a result  of  the  rapid  housing  development  commenced

I have  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  and  responsibilities  under- 
taken by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  1961,  together 
with  details  and  observations  on  other  relevant  matters. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Extensions  to  water  mains  in  the  rural  district  were 
carried  out  by  the  statutory  undertakers,  Hull  Corporation, 
during  .1961,  in  the  following  order:  —

The  quality  of  the  supply  has  given  every  satisfaction, 
and  replacement  of  mains  by  larger  bore  pipes  in  some  areas 
has  eliminated  low  pressure  defects. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Dry  Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  delivery  of  a further 
two  Bed  ford- Gibson  Pendulum  refuse  collectors  was  received 
to  complete  the  Council’s  present  plans  for  the  equipping  of 
th  is  branch  of  the  cleansing  services  with  compression-loading 
type  vehicles. 

Under  routine  conditions,  a labour  force  of  16  men, 
inclusive  of  drivers,  was  employed  on  this  service,  but,  as 
usual,  bank  holidays  and  seasonal  occupation  of  holiday 
camps  necessitated  the  augmentation  of  the  service  with 
vehicles  and  men  from  other  services  to  meet  delays  and  extra 
demands.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  at  this  point 
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that,  since  the  re-planning1  and  re-equipping  of  the  service 
was  commenced  in  1957,  a total  of  935  new  dwelling  houses, 
apart  from  extra  dwellings  constructed  under  renovation  and 
improvement  schemes,  has  been  provided  in  the  Council’s 
district  up  to  the  31st  December,  1961,  and  this  rate  oi 
progress  has  further  quickened  in  1962. 

Many  of  the  properties  in  the  Council’s  district  received 
a weekly  collection  of  refuse,  and  the  demand  for  this  grows 
with  the  increasing  number  of  large,  privately  developed 
housing  estates  beings  constructed  at  several  sites  in  the 
Council’s  area.  The  compression  type  of  refuse  collection 
has  proved  its  worth  decisively  under  normal  rural  conditions, 
but  experience  points  to  the  growing  need  for  the  largest 
possible  capacity  vehicle  for  our  type  of  rural  district  which 
is  now  being  subjected  to  a process  of  scattered  urbanisation. 

Absences  in  this  service  for  sickness  showed  a drop  during 
the  year  over  the  previous  year’s  figures,  and  present  trends 
seem  to  indicate  a general  improvement,  with  some  exceptions, 
in  the  lost  output  sustained  through  illness  of  workmen. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  at  three  main  points, 
at  AJdbrough,  Burton  Constable  and  Patrington,  by  controlled 
tipping,  but  efficient  tip  work  will  never  be  achieved  until 
adequate,  suitably  powered,  equipment  is  obtained.  At  the 
moment  provision  of  further  equipment  has  been  authorised, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  eventually  feel  able  to 
equip  this  branch  of  the  cleansing  service  as  realistically  as 
it  has  done  the  collection  service. 

Nightsoil. 

Completion  of  the  Burstwick,  Keyingham  and  Thorngum- 
bald  sewerage  scheme  has  permitted  the  introduction  of 
nightsoil  collection  to  other  villages  not  previously  served, 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  otherwise  increase  the  coverage 
area  where  the  co-operation  of  the'  workmen  was  forthcoming. 

The  two  vehicles,  employed  on  this  service,  had  reached 
the  end  of  their  useful  life  and  difficulties  were  experienced 
during  the  year  in  keeping  them  going.  Fortunately,  the 
Council  has  authorised  their  replacement  and  early  delivery 
of  new  vehicles  is  awaited. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

Three  vehicles  were  in  operation  during  1961,  two  being 
stationed  at  Skirlaugh  and  one  at  Patrington.  Service  was 
given  in  a few  cases  in  the  areas  of  neighbouring  authorities 
where  such  facilities  were  not  available. 

A total  of  9,387  loads  of  sewage,  each  of  750  gallons 
capacity,  were  collected  from  cesspools,  septic  tanks  and 
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sewage  works  within  the  Council's  area,  and  140  loads  were 
collected  from  sites  within  or  without  the  Council's:  area  where 
the  vehicles  were  hired.  Hire  service,  at  an  appropriate 
hourly  charge,  was  given  for  143  hours. 

Sewage,  amounting'  to  7,132  loads  were  collected  from 
260  private  dwellings,  122  loads  from  92  septic  tanks  at 
private  houses  for  which  a charge  was  made,  1,790  loads  from 
council  houses  and  203  loads  from  sewage  works. 

Dyke  Cleansing,  Sewer  and  Other  Maintenance  Work. 

The  labour  force  engaged  for  this  purpose  was  kept  up 
to  strength  during  the  year,  but,  as  usual,  relief  duties  on 
other  services  made  regular  claims  on  the  force.  Much  useful 
work  was  achieved,  however,  and  the  pattern  of  a regular 
annual  programme  for  cleansing  work  is  being  satisfactorily 
developed.

Verminous  Premises. 

Few  infestations,  with  no  serious  cases,  of  vermin  were 
encountered  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  dirty  house- 
holders remained  remarkably  low  even  for  a district  of  this 
type. 

Complaints  of  Clover  Mite-Bryobia  Praetiosa  were  received 
on  a few  occasions. 

Rodent  Control. 

Disinfestations  were  carried  out  on  357  premises  and  at 
169  of  these  properties  a charge  for  the  service  was  made.  A 
total  of  2,452  surveys  and  re-inspections  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  this  work. 

Warfarin,  with  an  oatmeal  base  bait,  was  used  in  most 
treatments,  but  liquid  poison  was  used  on  a small  number  of 
cases.  Cymag  was  used  for  treatment  of  infestations  in  dyke 
banks  wherever  possible. 

The  rodent  operator  also  carried  out  spraying  to  refuse 
tips,  in  addition  to  his  normal  duties,  and  dealt  effectively 
with  other  nuisances  from  wasps,  clover  mite,  etc.,  together 
with  disinfections  to  private  dwellings  were  required.

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Improvement  of  Houses. 

Discretionary  grants  were  made  in  respect  of  27 
applications  for  the  improvement  of  29  houses,  and  amounted 
to  a total  of  £8,308  in  grant  aid.  This  brought  the  value  of 
discretionary  grants  given  up  to  the  31st  December,  1961,  to 
a total  value  of  £63,733. 

During  the  year  standard  grants  were  approved  to  a total 
value  of  £5,945  in  respect  of  52  houses. 

As  in  previous  years,  it  is  felt  that  reference  should  be 
made  to  the  substantial  barrier  which  often  prevents  an 
owner /occupier  or  a potential  owner /occupier,  or  indeed  often 
landlords,  from  proceeding*  with  grant  aided  improvements 
owing  to  their  inability  to  finance  their  part  of  the  project. 
It  would  seem  that  mortgagees1  on  completed  schemes  can  be 
obtained,  but  facilities  for  financing  the  project  over  the 
period  of  construction  are  not  readily  available. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  total  of  approved  camp  sites  remained  at  a figure  of 
19,  as  the  approval  of  a new  application  was  counterbalanced 
by  the  concellation  of  a licence  in  respect  of  a camp  at  which 
the  owner  was  unable  to  provide  facilities  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  'Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960. 

THE  COUNCIL’S  HOLIDAY  CAMP,  ALDBROUGH. 

Sites  held  on  an  annual  rental  basis  totalled  215  at  31st 
December,  1961,  and  showed  an  increase  of  only  4 on  the 
previous  year’s  figure.  New  tenants  totalled  6 and  2 tenants 
left  during  the  year.  Temporary  sites  were  occupied  on  5 
occasions  for  periods  of  3 to  6 months. 

All  roadworks,  paths  and  sewers  were  completed  in  1961, 
and,  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report,  construction 
of  4 toilet  blocks  and  an  ablution  block,  containing  showers, 
laundry  and  clothes  drying  facilities  was  under  way.
